CHICAGO, Oct. 6—Local law 
enforcement has broken down in 


some Illinois communities, Gov. 
Adlai E, Stevenson told the Sen- 
ate Crime Committee at a closed 
hearing here today. 

As a consequence of the break- 
down, Gov. Stevenson said, “The 
state police, acting upon my or- 
ders and in co-operation with the 
Attorney General, have inter- 
vened to enforce the law against 
commercialized gambling.” 

The Governor recommended 


“federal laws closing the channels | 


of interstate commerce to slot 
machines and prohibiting dissemi- 
nation of racing information by 
wire to handbooks.” 

He also urged repeal of the fed- 
eral stamp tax on slot machines, 
saying: “I do not think that 
Washington should tax what IIli- 
- nois outlaws. 

“The federal tax creates con- 
fusion about the illegality of gam- 
bling machines in Illinois.” 

Gambling at Low Point. 

Gov. Stevenson related he told 
the crime committee that “as a 
result of the use of state police, 
commercialized gambling in IIli- 
nois is at its lowest point in many 
years.” 

A good example of the low 
point of gambling, he continued, 
“is that applications to collectors 
of internal revenue in Illinois for 
federal tax, stamps for slot ma- 
chines are the lowest in. years.” 

Stevenson con- 
tinued, “while I believe progress 
has been made in the fight 
against gambling, much remains

Stevenson said he told the com- 
mittee: “I regretted that we had 
to intervene in local law enforce- 
ment, but if local government 
cannot or will not meet the chal- 
lenge of organized crime, with its 
attendant corruption and corrod- 
ing disrespect for law enforce- 
ment, then the people will de-

2!man and Circuit Attorney. 


To illustrate the uncertainty in 
United States foreign policy in 
Asia, Donnell quoted a statement 
made by Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson in February 1949, in 
which Acheson declaréd the Ad- 
ministration would “wait until 
the dust settles” before deciding 
on a course of action. 

The candidate also pointed out 
that 24 days before the invasion 
of South Korea, President Tru- 
man had declared the world was 
closer to peace than at any time 
in the last five years. That re- 
mark, Donnell observed, demon- 
strates the “fallibility of human 
judgment.” 

Unpreparedness Stressed. 

Much to the surprise of many 
people, even members of Con- 
gress, the outbreak of war in Ko- 
rea found this country unpre- 
pared for such a development, 
even though the Government had 
spent 50 billion dollars during 
the preceding four years for na- 
tional defense and military pur- 
poses, he said. 

To’ bolster his argument, Don- 
nell quoted Chairman Carl Vin- 
son of the House Armed Services 
Committee, a Democrat, as saying 
fat the time: “There is little doubt 
that we let ourselves get far too 
weak in the light of world con- 
ditions.” ; 

On domestic issues, Missouri's 
senior Republican Senator called 
for economies in non-essential 
and non-defense expenditures and 
aggressive action to protect the 
country from Communists within 
the United States.

Closer co-operation between 
the Police Department’s Crime 
Prevention Division and estab- 
lished welfare agencies in the 


city, to improve the division's 


work in handling juvenile de- 
linquents and offenders, was rec- 
ommended by the Governmental 
Research Institute in its survey 
report to the Board of Police 
Commissioners, made public to- 
day. 

At the request of the Police 
Board, the institute made a com- 
prehensive study of the division 
and submitted a list 6f 15 recom- 
mendations to increase the ef- 
ficiency of the division. The 
proposed changes, if put into ef- 
fect, should contribute substan- 
tially to the prevention of crime 
and the control of juvenile de- 
linguency in St. Louis, the re- 
port declared. 

It was urged that the long-term 
conduct supervision of youthful 
offenders, now handled by the 
division, be curtailed and the 
juveniles be referred more fre- 
quently to the various community 
service agencies for supervision. 

Permanent Committee Urged. 

Establishment of a permanent 
community committee for the 
prevention of juvenile delin- 
quency also was recommended. 
The committee. it was said, 
should serve the Police Depart- 
ment in an advisory capacity in 
the preparation and organization 
of a curriculum for a proposed 
division in service training 
courses. 

The long-term function of the 
committee should be to co-ordi- 
nate the division’s program with 
other welfare agencies organized 
for the prevention of delinquency, 
the report said. 

In a statement commenting on 
the recommendations, the Police 
Board ‘declared that, in view of 
the suggested co-operation be- 
tween the division and private 
agencies, the board will refer the 
report to the Social Planning 
Council for study and comment,

“When these are received, we 
will implement the recommenda- 
tions of the Governmental Re- 
search Institute insofar as pos- 
sible,” the board said.

POWER COMPANY 


Action ‘Effort to Cir- 
cumvent Expressed 


Will of Congress.’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—The 
suit filed in United States 
District Court here to block 
Rural Eletrjfication Administra- 
tion loans to Missouri REA co- 
operatives for construction of 
steam generating plants was as- 
sailed in a statement yesterday 
by Clyde T. Ellis, executive man- 
ager of the National Rural Elec- 
tric Co-operative Association as 
an effort to circumvent the ex- 
pressed will of Congress. 

Ellis said the “same objections 
raised in the suit were put for- 
ward by private power lobbying 
interests in the last session of 
Congress and resulted in three 
Congressional investigations by 


| private utilities,

Union Electric Co., of St. Louis.

| At the core of the dispute is 
‘the authorization Congress gave 
_to REA for construction of steam 
| power generating plants, to be 
itied in with the hydroelectric 
| power generating facilities of the 
Southwestern Power Administra- 
| tion which Congress has not 
| specifically authorized to con- 
struct steam plants. 

| Under the arrangement ap- 
proved by Congress after investi- 
gation of power company com- 
plaints, REA authorized the loans 
to co-operatives. The Interior 
Department, under which SPA 
operates, approved contracts 
through which SPA agreed to 
purchase the entire output of the 
steam generating plants and to 
lease the transmission lines. The 
argument in favor of ‘this pro- 
cedure was that the generating 
plants were pecessary to “firm 
up” the output of the SPA hydro- 
electric plants in periods of low 
water. The power generated 
would be sold back to the REA 
co-operatives at wholesale SPA 
rates resulting in net saving to 
the co-ops. 

‘Power Vacuum’ in Missouri. 

Ellis said the Missouri area 
was “the No. 1 power vacuum in 
the United States as far as rural 
electrification is concerned.” 

The arrangement, he said, was 
authorized by Congress and would 
enable local REA co-operatives in 
Missouri to obtain supplementary 
power at rates only a third as 
high as some are now paying to 
private power companies. 

It permits REA co-ops to “tie 
in” their steam generating ca- 
pacity with the hydroelectric 
output of SPA — “just exactly 
what commercial power com- 
panies in Oklahoma and Arkansas 
have been doing for their own 
benefit ever since SPA was cre- 
ated,” he said. 

Of the 438,000,000 kilowatt 
hours of electrical energy sold 
by SPA last year, Ellis said 
private power companies got 413,- 
| 000,000. Hydroelectric power was 
sold to the Arkansas Power and 
Light Co. for as little as 1 mill

MOSCOW, Oct. 6 (AP)—Prav- 
da declared today a group of 
American business leaders had 
eyed the Inchon invasion from a 
United States flagship and later, 
at a lush banquet in fallen Seoul, 
celebrated the “transformation of 
Korea into a colony.” 


The Communist party news- 
paper claimed R. Adm. James 
(presumably R. Adm. James Hen- 
ry Doyle, commander of the am- 
phibious assault at Inchon) had 
brought with him representatives 
of “the biggest American business 
firms — Rockefeller, Morgan, du 
Pont, and Harkness.” 


From the war front, Pravda re- 
ported that the North Korean 
command had removed its main 
forces north. 
**“Such operations,” commented 
Soviet correspondent Sergei Bor- 
zenko, “do not take place without 
losses.” 

Borzenko added that Americans 
retaking South Korean territory 
have found only scorched earth. 
All wells have been heavily salt- 
ed by the withdrawing Commu- 
nists to pollute the drinking 
water, he said, and thousands of 
United States wounded lie at 
night under the open sky “for 
there are no homes.” 

The Soviet correspondent said 
the Americans are being forced 
to call more reserves into Korea. 
He asserted the corps which 
landed at Inchon was se badly 
mauled “it cannot fight anymore.”

meeting of the steel workers’ top 
wage policy committee here. 

Philip. Murray, president of the 
CIO as well as of the steel work- 
ers made clear that the unjon does 
not want “an escalator clause” in 
any wage settlement. Such a 
clause would provide for wages 
to increase or decrease in propor- 
tion to price fluctuations re- 
corded by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics consumers’ price index. 

He announced, however, that 
the steel workers would demand 
a union shop, even though the 
reopening clause in most con- 
tracts stipulates that negotiations 
should be restricted to the ques- 
tion of wage changes. The union 
shop provisions sought would pro- 
vide that all current steel com- 
pany workers must be members 
of the union, and that new em- 
ployes must become union mem- 
bers within 30 days after being 
hired. 

Murray said that, because of 
soaring living costs, the union 
would ask that any wage increase 
negotiated be made effective be- 
fore Jan. 1, the date any wage in- 
crease normally would become ef- 
fective under the union’s con- 
tract. The possibility of a wage- 
freeze before Jan. 1 also is a fac- 
tor in this request. 

He left no doubt, however, that 
the union would not call a strike 
on this or any other issue before 
Jan. 1, the date specified.in the 
contract. “We are bound by this 
no-strike agreement and will re- 
spect it, of course,” he said. 


WOMEN HOLD POLITICAL POWER 
BALANCE, MRS. SULLIVAN SAYS 


Women hold the balance of 
power politically, and an organ- 
ized and active interest in poli- 
tics will help to meet the need 
for more women in public life, 
Mrs. Catherine W. Sullivan, 
Democratic candidate for State 
Representative, First District, de- 
clared in a talk last night before 
the Zonta Club at the Chase 
Hotel. 

Beginning in 1942, more women 
than men have voted in national 
elections, she said.

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 6 (AP)— 
The number of persons living in 
rent-controlled housing units has 
tumbled from a high point of 66,- 
000,000, reached about 1946, to 
approximately half that number. 

This was reported yesterday by 
Tighe Woods, national housing 
expediter, in an interview here. 
Woods was in Cincinnati to speak 
to a meeting of more than 50 
rent control] officials from Ohio, 
Indiana, Kentucky and West Vir- 

inia. 

. Woods expressed the belief that 
rent control, due to expire in 
June, would be extended, barring 
a drastic change in world affairs. 
He said that “the demand for 
housing over the country still is 
high—it is one of the economic 
problems we have not yet solved.” 

He asserted that full rent con- 
trol may follow in wake of an 


emergency.

MINOT, N.D., Oct. 6 — The 
Missouri Basin Interagency Com- 
mittee, co-ordinating body for the 
huge land and water. develop- 
ment program in the 
valley, has acted to face a long 
smouldering challenge over ade- 
quacy of the water supply for its 
varied objectives. 


It voted unanimously yesterday 
to appoint a technical subcommit- 
tee to make an immediate review 
of the water supplv_ situation. 
The subcommittee, which is to re- 
port by the date of Interagencv’s 
next meeting, at North Platte. 
Neb., Dec. 1, will examine and 
seek to consolidate studies made 
bv diverse interests heretofore. 
The purvose is to produce an “in- 
tegrated” report about the volume 
of water available. which wovw'd 
have a strong semblance of offi- 
cial character. 

Question Raised Often. 

The question of how much 
water can be courted on for the 
conflicting demands of irrigation, 
Navigation and electric power 
generation hes been a livelv one 
since earlv this vear. and had 
been raised frecuently in previous 
years. Gov. John W. Bonner 
(Dem.) of Montana, an _ Inter- 
agencv member, us been especial- 
ly critical with demands to know 
whether there was enovgh water 
to go around for projects already 
planned. 
posed routing.of water to serve 
downstream navization. 

For a time early this vear. Gov. 
Forrest Smith (Dem.) of Missouri 
also was auestioning the ade- 
quacv of the water supply. es- 
Pecially as to whether there 
would be enough for domestic, 
industrial and sanitary needs in 
his state. Smith, a member of 
Interagency, was not at yester- 
day’s session; he frequently fails 
to attend. 

Appointment of the technical 
subcommittee was recommended, 
it was disclosed, by a conference 
of federal agency representatives

BRITAIN SUPPLIES 
JETS TO 15 NATIONS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP) — 


have supplied jet military planes 
to most of the world’s air forces. 

A study made public today by 
the Aircraft Industries Associa- 
tion lists British jet Fs sega as 
standard first line equipment for 
15 other countries. In addition, 
British engine are in use 
in both the United States and 
Russia. 

Countries which ape using 
British jet fighters are France, 
Italy, Sweden, South Africa, In- 
dia, Norway, be sccm Switzer- 
land and Argentina, all using the 
Vampire, small single-engine 
plane; Holland, Belgium, Den- 
mark, Egypt and Argentina, us- 
ing the two-engine meteor; and 
Canada, using both the Vampire 
and the Meteor. 


Canada Builds US. Jet. 

The only foreign country com- 
‘mitted to an American jet fight- 
er is Canada, wihch is building a 
large number — something over 
100—of North America F-86 
Sabres. There have been reports 
that Italy may build the Repub- 
lic F-84 Thunderjet for the mu- 
tual defense assistance program. 

The Aircraft Industries Asso- 
ciation listed three jet fighters — 
the Migg 9, Yak 15 and Yak 17— 
and two jet bombers—the four- 
engine Ilyushin and the two-en- 
gine Tupelov—as known Russian

taken the lead in technical ad-

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GREAT MISTAKES 
of WORLD WAR II 


Wrong Evaluation of Intelligence Reports 
Led to Stalin’s ‘Hard Bargain’ at Yalta 
—It Was Against U.S. Interest to Make 
Russia a Pacific Power.

E won the war against Japan, but who will say—against the 
background of the Orient of today—that we won the peace? 
The political mistakes made in the war against Japan were 
several and major; this discussion is merely a notation on a few of 


them. 


One of the greatest of these | 


errors—our failure to develop a 


politically reasonable China pol- | 


icy—is treated only inferentially 
in this discussion. The impor- 
tance of this failure is obvious 
now that Communism has won 
most of the Asiatic continent. 

The mistakes of Yalta il- 
luminate and are fundamental 
background for the errors in 
our China policy. 

Those errors were founded 
on the same philosophical 
quicksand that betrayed our 
steps in Europe. We forgot 
again in China that true co- 
operation with militant Com- 
munism is impossible, except 
on Communism’s own terms. 
But we made other grievious 

errors in China which compound- 
ed the basic one.

We evolved—painfully, slowly, | 
and with difficulty—control over | 


the supplies we gave during the 
war, but no sooner was military 
victory won than we dissolved, 
voluntarily, our wartime supply 
system, and we relinquished all 
real control over events in China. 
We Could Have Called the Tune. 

And yet throughout the war 
and the chaotic period of civil 
war that followed we could have 
called the tune; the Chiang Kai- 
shek government needed us far 
more than we needed it. 

Perhaps. the saddest chapter 
in the long history of political 
futility which the war recorded 
was the Yalta conference of Feb- 
ruary, 1945. As former Secre- 
tary of War Stimson writes, 
“Much of the policy of the Unit- 
ed States toward Russia, from 
Tehran to Potsdam, was dom- 
inated by the eagerness of the 
Americans to secure a firm Rus- 
sian commitment to enter the Pa- 
cific war.” This “eagerness” 
reached its crescendo at Yalta, 
where we attempted to pin down 
prior elusive Soviet promises to 
take up arms against Japan. 

For all these reasons—and 


The political misconception, 
so obvious now, should have 
been apparent then; it was not 
to our interest, or the inter- 
ests of China or of the world,

try into the Pacific war. 

Nor should military considera- 
tions have affected this political 
me agen At the time of Yalta 

apan was already beaten—not by 
the atomic bomb, which had not 
yet been perfected, not by con- 
ventional bombing, then just 
grting, but by attrition and 
b'>ckade. 

The full seriousness of the Jap- 
anese plight was not then, of 
course, completely understood. 
Our military men were preoccu- 
pied and concerned with the 
fierceness of the Japanese de- 
fense; the tactical situation ob- 
secured the hopeless strategic po- 
sition of Japan, and some of our 
commanders took, therefore, far 
too pessimistic a view. 

Mistakes in Evaluation. 

Mi s in intelligence, or 
rather evaluation, also con- 
tributed to an erroneous assess- 
ment of Japanese intentions and 
capabilities. We feared that even 
after the main Japanese islands 
had been conquered, the enemy 
resistance would continue on the 
continent of Asia with the much- 
vaunted Kwantung Manchurian 


These completely erroneous be- 
liefs were not held, at the time, 
by all our experts; but they were, 
unfortunately, the controlling 
opinions. 

Prior to the conference, an in- 
telligence estimate of the Jap- 

kad been fur- 


pared for the combined chiefs of 
staff (Anglo-American) in Septem- 
ber, 1944, and January, 1945. 

Best available information in- 
dicates the more realistic es- 
timates never reached Joint 
Chiefs of Staff level, although 
Adm. William D. Leahy, the Pres- 
idential chief of staff, may have 
seen the naval estimate. 


After the Yalta conference had 
convened, still another intelli- 
gence estimate, prepared by the 
Twentieth Air Force, was sent to 
Yalta. This estimate took the 
viewpoint that Japanese resist- 
ance was rapidly weakening. This 
estimate, too, never reached the 
highest echelons. 

Thus, the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, who gave Roosevelt the 
military advice upon which his 
political decisions were (in part) 
based, framed their own judg- 
| ments at Yalta on the basis of 
| a faulty intelligence estimate. 
| Our attempts to get firm Soviet 
‘commitments about the war 
|against Japan reached a prelim- 
inary crisis in October, 1944 
(more than four months before 
Yalta), when Churchill visited 
Moscow. Stalin reiterated his in- 
tention, first announced to Cor- 
dell Hull at Moscow in October, 
1943, then more or less formal- 
ized at Tehran, of entering the 
Pacific war; said he needed three 
months after V-E Day to stockpile 
supplies in Siberia, declared that 
the United States could have air 
bases and one naval base in the 
Far East; but added that “if the 
United States and Great Britain 
preferred to bring Japan to her 
knees without Russian participa- 
tion, he was ready to agree.” 

More Supplies for Russia. 


Furthermore, here was a little 
item of additional supplies that 
Russia would require to help her 
build up a two months’ reserve in 


Siberia. 

All in all, Stalin said, the Rus- 
sians would need more than l,- 
000,000 tons of cargo, and they 
must be delivered by June 30, 
1945, the deliveries to be in ad- 
dition to those already being 
made under the Fourth Lend- 
Lease Protocol. 

As the Soviets stalled on 
their promises and we delivered 
supplies, the months drew on 
into the winter of 1944-45; and 
at Yalta, in February, President 
Roosevelt, pressed by the U.S. 
Chiefs of Staff, again took up 
the questions of bomber bases 
in Siberia and the date of Rus- 
sian entry into the Pacific war. 

Stalin again agreed in prin- 
ciple, but he got down in black 
and white his price; the Cur- 
zon line for the eastern border 
of Poland, the Kurile Islands, 
and controlling economic and 
strategic concessions in Man- 
churia. 

But it was not until spring, 
when Germany was at her last 
gasp and Japan near the end, 
that, in the words of General 
Deane, 

“it was found that the net 

increase that would result 

from putting four groups of 

B-29s in the Amur river dis- 

trict would be 1.39 per cent 

of the total bomb tonnage 

we could place on Japan 

without using Russian 

bases.” (Quotes mine.) 
This was convincing proof, adds 
Deane, “that the slight increase 
in our bombing effort and the 
advantage of an added direction 
of approach for our bomber for- 
mations were not at all commen- 
surate with the logistical effort 
involved in establishing our 
forces in Siberia.” . 


A little late—after more than 
three years of United States par- 
ticipation in the war and num- 
erous major concessions to Rus- 
sia, concessions which were to af- 
fect the peace—to be making this 
ABC logistical discovery! By then 
Russia had most of the supplies 
she had demanded: and she had 
carefully recorded the secret con- 
cessions of Yalta. 
Hard Bargain at Yalta. 

Russia drove a hard bargain at 
Yalta. Stalin promised to enter 
the war against Japan within an 
estimated ninety days after the 
end of the war against Germany, 
but for it he got the Kurile Is- 
lands, all of Sakhalin, half-inter- 
est in the railways in Manchuria, 
Port Arthur, a Russian-controlled 
“free port” in Dairen, and thus 
strategic hegemony in important 
northeast Asia. 

“... it is my belief,” writes 
Sherwood, “that Roosevelt would 
not have agreed to that final 
firm commitment had it not been 
that the Yalta Conference was al- 


hopeful that when the time came 
to notify the Chinese, he would 
be able to straighten the whole 
thing out with Chiang Kai-shek— 
but that hope, of course, was not 
realized.”

This sense of fairness is the 
basic reason for holding secret 
hearings in each city as a pre- 
liminary.

Stand on Political Morality. 

The experience in Pennsylvania

He also finds the North Korean 
civilians don’t act like people who 
are losing a war.

The Red North Koreans had used 
it as a checkpoint to search 
vehicles coming from the south. 
But the crude log road barriers 
now are lifted and point sky- 
ward.

A group of villagers, happy 
that the war is sweeping beyond 
them, stand by the roadside.

Tanks Get Louder Cheers. 

If the stragglers were tanks 
they would get even louder 
“Manzais” than the trucks do. For 
in the Orient power is admired 
even more than in the Western 
world. But on this day no tanks 
are going up this road. 

The ROK soldier sees that 
after five years of Communist 
rule, that boasted it would 
help the worker, these  vil- 
lagers are even more ragged 
than the peasants of South 
Korea. There are more chil- 
dren with open sores on their 
heads. There are more with 
diseased eyes. And there are 
few young farmers in the holi- 
day crowd. They are in the 
fields harvesting each small 
patch of rice as it matures, for 
there is hunger here. 

A young girl runs out and 
sticks a cluster of white and 
purple wild flowers in the sol- 
dier’s helmet. She hands him 
some brown «*~~-. =ts and a ripe 
persimmon, golden as the Indian 
summer sun and not much 
smaller than a tennis ball. 

He grins at her in wondering 
surprise. Then he shuffles on, 
drenching his dry mouth with 
the pulp of the persimmon. 

Edge of Elation Dulls. 

The sun is almost down as he 
scuffles into Yangyang, the first 
large enemy town captured by 
the ROKs. The townspeople are 
weary of cheering and have given 
away all their flowers. The edge

Punished for Dropping Rifle. 


A rifle slips from the hands 
of a ROK private in a crowded 
truck. It falls beneath the wheels 
and the barrel is badly bent. Be- 
fore the truck can stop a ROK 
officer leaps out of the truck and 
the private does too. 

The officer reaches the rifle 
first and picks it up. He un- 
leashes a wild torrent of abuse 
and then turns the rifle around 
and smashes the butt into the 
private’s left shoulder. He does 
this five times and puts all his 
power into every blow. 

The private is knocked back 
each time but neither flinches 
nor shows pain. Nor do the faces 
of the men in the truck or in the 
chow line show either anger or 
surprise. This is an Oriental 
army. They know a man who 
carelessly ruins a weapon is 
lucky to escape a rifle butt blow 
on his skull. Weapons are pre- 
cious—life is not.

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Stalin Compiles a Record 

If a statesman is judged by his accomplish- 
ments, Stalin has made a record in the last three 
months that might well stamp him as the great- 
est statesman of our time—except for the fact 
that his accomplishments were not at all what 


First, just as he did with the Berlin blockade, 
he has given the United States a priceless and 
entirely unsought* opportunity to demonstrate 
its power, its resourcefulness, its ability, when 
put on a spot, to act with energy, decision, and 
triumphant success, despite every possible dis- 
advantage. 

Opportunities like this may prove very val- 
uable in the fight for peace. Dictators can be 
extremely slow in learning lessons necessary for 
their continued existence. Hitler never did learn 
—until it was too late—that democracies may 
not be quite as degenerate as, in their weaker 
moments, they may sometimes appear. Similar- 
ly today. The five years that have elapsed since 
V-E and V-J days may have dimmed Stalin's 
recoliection of what America in action and fully 
aroused is capable of. 

oe 7 . 

The attack on Korea only makes sense on the 
assumption that the United States, and with it 
the United Nations, were incapable of effective 
counter-action. We believe that the demonstra- 
tion just made to the contrary will be extreme- 
ly helpful in the struggle to prevent another 
world war. 

Victory for our arms and for the U.N. has been 
bought at a fearful and tragic price, but we 
believe that no victory of armed force has ever 
contributed more to the cause of ultimate peace 
and that the sacrifices of our boys will never 
have been less in vain than on this occasion. 
For this opportunity—if we can be excused for 
calling it that—we are indebted to Mr. Stalin. 

Second, Stalin has brilliantly succeeded in 
transforming the United Nations from a state 
of helpless frustration, when it was more dead 
than alive, inte an organization pulsing with 
life and vigor, able to act with vigor and dis- 
patch and to enlist the wholehearted support 
behind its banner of the whole free world. 

That is a tremendous accomplishment. Marshal 
Stalin literally may have saved the U.N.’s life. 
But even that achievement is dwarfed by the 
fact that Korea was the first occasion in mod- 
ern time when the world agreed to effective 
action against an aggressor perhaps in time to 


forestall a full-scale world war. 


The shoals on which the League of Nations 
foundered have been navigated successfully. The 
world has indeed come a long way since Man- 
churia, Ethiopia, Spain and Munich. For this 
reason alone, June 25, 1950, may come to be 
regarded, as we gain perspective, as one of those 
true turning points in history when things really 
did begin to turn out differently.

Third, Stalin has brought about agreement to 
unify for defense purposes Western Europe 
and the Atlantic community. This is a feat 
that had so far defied the efforts of the states- 
men of the West. But for Stalin's timely aid 
it is extremely doubtful that it could ever have 
been effected. 

Fourth, Stalin has seemingly presented us 
with the opportunity to bring about the uni- 
fication and the independence of Korea. He 
wanted to obliterate that unnatural and entirely 
artificial barrier, the thirty-eighth parallel, and 
bring the country under one rule. Under one 
rule it may be, but if so it will not be Stalin's 
rule. Korea may now become united and in- 
dependent, and free at last from the oppres- 
sion of imperialistic tyranny that has held its 
people in chains for so long. 

These are just some—the most conspicuous— 
of, Stalin's achievements of the last three months. 
Doubtless others could be added to the list. 
From them we can see what a monument he 
has erected to his own fame. We can only ex- 
press the hope that, having done so much for 
the cause for which they both stand, with 
Stalin’s aid, the United States and the United 
Nations will continue now to do equally well, 
without it.

Missouri's contributions to the United States 
Senate—Forrest C. Donnell] and James P. Kem 
—are beating the bushes for Republican votes 
in their home state. 

Speaking in St. Louis, Senator Donnell ac- 
¢uses the Truman Administration of conducting 
a foreign policy that is “vacillating, weak and 
uncertain.”

Asserting that the party in power “zig-zagged 
us right into war,” he says that Washington 
today is characterized by “Communism, Confu- 
sion and Corruption.”

Missouri as a ‘Langhing-Stotk 

Missouri has become nationally known as the 
state with the two-bit driver’s license law. For 
years the law has brought more gratuitous ridi- 
cule upon the state than any other statute, and 
this was so at the Missouri Municipal League 
convention. 

Speakers noted that for 1244 cents a year 
virtually anybody could drive in this state. 
Gov. Smith remarked that a person could . be 
“deaf, dumb and blind” and still drive a car 
here. It was recalled that President Truman 
said a man from an insane asylum could buy a 
license. The National Safety Council ranks the 
Missouri law forty-seventh. and not forty-eighth 
only because one state has no law at all. 

Yet the 25-cent law has not been ridiculed out 
of existence. The last session of the Legislature 
produced a bill for a new law but did not pass it. 
The next session, however, will have less excuse 
for inaction. Gov. Smith says he will insist on 
an enforceable license law. Both major politi- 
cal parties are on record in their platforms for 
an adequate driver's license. 

Missouri will either cease to be a laughing 
stock on the highways, or want to know why 
from its political leadership. 
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A Judge Against Hysteria 

Circuit Judge Claude Ogilvie of Jacksonville, 
Fla., stands out against the hysteria of the times. 
He has dismissed a case against a Communist 
and declared unconstitutional the ordinance 
under which the dissenter was arrested. 

The invalidated ordinance forbade a Commu- 
nist to live in Jacksonville. Yet another statute 
required him to register in the name of his 
political party in order to vote. When the 
Communist complied with the second law he 
placed himself in violation of the first. The 
Judge could come to no other conclusion than 
that such a situation added up to a flagrant vio- 
lation of constitutional rights. 

A few more Judge Ogilvies would be whole- 
some for the country. Indeed, Florida could 
use one in Congress. 
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Hershey and Baloney 

Selective Service Director Gen. Hershey is 
doing his best to have the United States repeat 
an obvious mistake of its military draft poli- 
cies during World War II. He has termed 
draft exemptions for scientists and professional 
men “a lot of baloney.” 

Fortunately for the future welfare of the 
country, W. Stuart Symington, chairman of the 
National Security Resources Board, is on. the 
other side of the fence. It is to be hoped that 
in this case Citilian Symington will outrank 
Gen. Hershey. 

For the indiscriminate drafting of ‘young 
scientists and engineers during the last war has 
resulted in severe shortages in the United States. 
There are not now, for example, enough Ameri- 
cans who know about atomic physics to permit 
this country to undertake comprehensivé re- 


search into both hydrogen bomb-making and 


applying atomic energy to industrial power, 
which are both vital to national defense. 
There is need for some scientists and tech- 
nicians in the armed services to fill necessary 
military scientific and technical jobs. But as 
many of them as possible should be kept where 
they can do most good. There are some Ameri- 
cans the nation needs in their laboratories, their 
offices, their work benches, or their classrooms, 
rather than in the armed services. It is sheer 
wanton waste to put them anywhere else.

Though last week Gov. Smith contradicted 
testimony of other witnesses before the Senate 
Crime Committee, in denying an alliance be- 
tween crime and politics, it is still a minor sur- 
prise that Gov. Smith would go so far as to 
contradict Gov.

The Governor stated, in a weekly newsletter, 
that Kansas City is freer of crime than in years, 
“which the Kefauver committee admits.” Yet in 
a news conference the Governor said he had not 
read Senator Kefauver’s summary of the investi- 
gation, much less the testimony. And how could 
the Governor know what was in a report he 
failed to read? 

When Gov. Smith was merely contradicting 
sworn testimony of other witnesses, and not him- 
self, the committee’s sense of the compatible 
should have been somewhat strained. But when 
Journalist Smith reports on what Chief Execu- 
tive Smith has not seen, the State of Missouri 
is beginning to need a department of further 
denial and lesser mystification. 

Citizens cannot be left forever wondering who 
was right: Gov. Smith? Or Gov. Smith? 
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Let’s Get Going!

Politics Behind the McCarran Act

Vote on “anti-subversive” measure did not reflect opinion of Con- 
gress on how to combat Communism, correspondent says, but only 
opinion of members on how to keep out of trouble on election day; 
most Congressmen had grave doubts about law and so did the FBI.

Political expediency reached perhaps 
the highest point in current congressional 
history when Congressmen overrode the 
President’s veto of the so-called ‘‘anti- 
Communist” bill and promptly adjourned 
until after election day. 


There may have been a dozen in the 
Senate and a score or so in the House who 
sincerely believed that they were curbing 
Communism by this 
particular means 
when they voted for 
the omnibus bill in- 
itiated by ' Senator 
Pat McCarran of Ne- 
vada. But these few 
believers were a 
small minority of 
those who voted in 
favor of the bill. 

Most of those who 
passed it did so with 
grave doubts that it 
actually would re- 
duce Communism, 
with an uhcomfort- 
able suspicion that 
on the contrary it probably would be a 
publicity, asset to Communism if it ever 
were enforced strictly and with a com- 
forting assumption that it probably never 
will be enforced strenuously. 


Is the Law Effective? 


In short, the vote reflected not the con- 
sidered opinion of Congress on how best 
to curb Communism, but only the consid- 
ered opinion of most Congressmen on how 
best to keep out of trouble on election 
day. The bill is known in headlines as 
the “anti-Communist” bill. 

Whether it is an effective anti-Commu- 
nist bill is beside the point politically. The 
politician figures he can lose no votes by 
being for something labeled ‘‘anti-Commu- 
nist,” but might well be hurt if he had 
played this one the other way. The great 
majority, including even the majority floor 
leader in the Senate, Scott Lucas of IIli- 
nois, decided to play it politically safe. 

That the bill actually will curb Com- 
munism is extremely doubtful. The most 
responsible and authoritative opinion pos- 
sible on this matter is certainly that of 


the Federal Bureau of Investigation, which — 


has an impeccably anti-Communist record, 
which is the agency of government most 
familiar with Communism in the United 
States, and which must attempt to enforce 


the bill. 
The FBI did not want it. The FBI 


thinks that its operations against domestic 
Communism will become more difficult 
under the new bill than they were before. 


Usually the men of Congress pay re- 
spectful attention to the views of the FBI. 
But this was a case where the legislators 
didn’t feel they could act on the merits 
of the case. 

A Republican had no choice. The most 
consistent single contention of his party 
over the past five years is that it is more 
anti-Communist than the Administration. 
Thus, although the bill was initiated by a 
Democrat, a Republican who had doubts 
about it felt that he must support it to 
maintain his party's claim to the cham- 
pionship of the anti-Communist cause. 


What the Democrats Fear 


And that left Democrats with almost as 


little choice. Democrats fear the charge 
of alleged softness on Communism even 
more than high prices. 


If the Korean war had been going as 
badly as it was until the landing at Inchon, 
the story conceivably might have been a 
little different. Up until that time, the 
Republican National Committee had been 
assuming that military defeat in Korea al- 
most automatically would mean defeat for 
the Democrats in November. 


If they had been as confident of elec- 
tion victory on the day of adjournment as 
they had been until the turn of the tide 
of battle in Korea, some of them might 
have joined their one maverick, Senator 
Langer, in challenging the constitutional- 
ity and the wisdom of the measure. 


But with the war in Korea turning into 
a declining liability to the Administration, 
the Republicans found it expedient to 
close ranks on the McCarran bill. So with 
the Republicans for it, except Senator 
Langer, the Democrats decided they had 
better be for it too. 


Legislation But No Funds 


Thus there is on the statute books a law 
which the President says will help Com- 
munism; which the FBI thinks will make 
it harder to watch and catch Communists; 
and which most legislators, irrespective 
of party, think is unworkable. 


Incidentally, Congress was in too much 
of a hurry to get to the hustings to bother 
to vote any money for enforcement of the 
new law. Hence not much is likely to be 
done about it until and unless this omis- 
sion is repaired.

Almost obscured by the glare of inter- 
national. war in Korea, a “little” war 
against internal Communist aggression in 
the Philippines has attracted far less no- 
tice than it deserves.

Between Book Ends 


The Teacher and His Methods 


THE ART OF TEACHING, by Gilbert Highet, (Alfred 

A. Knopf, 291 pas.. $3.50.) 

There are parts of this book which give 
some valuable advice on how to teach, and 
there are other parts which are almost 
certain to mislead the would-be teacher. 
“The Art of Teaching” contains more on 
the credit than on the debit side. But be- 
cause it frequently touches on the doubt- 
ful and the controversial, it is necessary 
to bear in mind that it is not by any means 
a handbook of agreed upon essentials. 

Gilbert Highet has divided his book into 
five sections: an introduction, a section on 
the characteristics of a good teacher, a 
section on teaching methods, a section on 
great teachers and their pupils, and a con- 
cluding section on teaching in everyday 
life. The heart of the book is the third 
section which discusses the teacher's meth- 
ods of instruction. 

There is much here that the teacher-in- 
training would do well to heed, as, for ex- 
ample, the stress upon the need for 

planning courses 
carefully and_ the 
need for constant re- 
newal of material to 
prevent a course 
from getting stale. 
However, the book 
as a whole (and the 
third section in par- 
ticular) suffers from 
a fundamental mis- 
understanding of the 
relationship between 
subject matter and 
the methods used 

for teaching it. 
Educators often 
Gilbert Highet find it convenient to 
distinguish between 
subject and method, but it should be un- 
derstood that the distinction is largely a 
convenience and that there are hazards 
involved in ignoring the genetic ties which 
unite subject and method. Methods are 
more than just tricks of the trade that 
teachers use to put a subject across. The 
nature of the subject often determines 
how the subject is to be taught. Thus, 
physics can be taught by the laboratory 

method; metaphysics cannot. 

It is possible to take exception to some 
of the author’s specific recommendations. 
In the course of his argument favoring the 
use of competition to motivate learning, 
Gilbert Highet states that competition is 
a “natural instinct in the young.” Such a 
statement is contrary to the best informa- 
tion that anthropology and biology have to 
date supplied. It is further stated that 
competition is valuable—provided that it 
is “braked . before it becomes bitter.” 
Why a student's motivation to do good 
work should be based on restrained com- 
petition in preference to some other form 
of motivation (e.g., a spirit of co-operation 
and a desire to uphold one’s responsibili- 
ties in a group project)—is not mentioned. 

Gilbert Highet, who is a graduate of 
Glasgow and Oxford University and who 
is at present Professor of Latin Language 
and Literature at Columbia University, 
brings to his discussion of educational 
methods a good deal of common sense and 
a wealth of experience. “The Art. of 
Teaching” is not a better book than it is 
because common sense is not an altogeth- 
er reliable guide when one is dealing 
with a subject like educational methods.

_The Supreme Court and Public Opinion

HE PROBLEM of adequately informing the \public about de- 
cisions and opinions of the United States Supreme Court came 
to the forefront this week as the court opened a new session. 
It is a problem of concern not only to reporters assigned fo the 
court, but it can be said authoritatively, to members of the court 


itself. 


The issue was brought into’ the 
open this: week by Chalmers M. 
Roberts, of the Washington Post, 
in a story published as a letter 
to the editor of his paper. Rob- 
erts, who is assigned to the court 
by his newspaper, made the point 
that “dumping” of opinions—their 
delivery in wholesale quantities on 
the Mondays toward the end of 
the term—imposed all but insur- 
mountable difficulties in the path 
of those reporters who have the 
responsibility of giving the public, 
through their newspapers, an in- 
formed, considered account of the 
court’s decisions and the legal 
premises on which those decisions 
are based. 

Mr. Dooley, in his often quoted 
observation that the Supreme 
Court follows the election re- 
turns, may have oversimplified 
his case but it is a fact that mem- 
bers of the present court at least 
recognize a duty to communicate 
their thinking to the people and 
do not discount the importance of 
news accounts of the court's work 
* the formation of public opjn- 
on. 
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SOME OF THEM think that 
the “dumping” of opinions is 
more of a problem to the court 
than to the reporters who attempt 
to convey to the public intelligent 
accounts of what the court is do- 
ing. There were two conspicu- 
ous examples of wholesale 
“dumping” of opinions in the last 
term of the court, but the. prob- 
lem exists on most decision days 
toward the end of any term of the 
court, when it has handed down 
as many as 18 decisions. 

In the last term May 8 and 
June 5 were the decision days 
when the problem was most 
acute. The non-Communist oath 
decision came down May 8 with 
a host of other opinions; the seg- 
regation and tidelands oil deci- 
sions were handed down June 5, 
again with a batch of other cases. 
The top stories were reported 
fully, the others, many of which 
deserved study and careful re- 
porting, were mentioned sketch- 
ily, or not at all. 

There are two reasons for this. 
One is that newspapers simply do 
not have the space available for 
comprehensive reports of opinions 
which come down im batches, no 
matter how important they may 
be. The other is that opinions 
are made available to reporters 
only when the reading of them 
begins, and by the time a reporter 
has ‘read one case, possibly with 
several concurring opinions in 
which Justices reach the same 
conclusion by a different process 
of reasoning, along with the fre- 
quent dissents which also often 
have separate concurring opinions, 


the press room. In this situation 
the reporter is confronted with 
making snap judgment as to 
whether he should start writing 
the first case, or go on to a study 
of the second. 


TRADITIONALLY, MONDAYS 
are decision days, although there 
is nothing sacrosanct about that 
day,.and there have eucep- 
tions. One possible step the court 
might take toward avoiding over- 
loading the press with decisions 
on a single day would be to dis- 
tribute the decision days through 
the week, making Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays decision 
days, for instance. Resistance 


stems from the idea that its first 
responsibility is to get the com- 
plete texts of its opinions in the 
hands of the lawyers and princi- 
pals in the decided cases promptly 
through the several technical le- 
gal services which compile these 
opinions, and distribute them, on 
a subscription basis, to lawyers 
and others. 

Another possible remedy would 
be for members of the court to 
include in their opinions brief, 
concise and authoritative state- 
ments of the issues involved and 
the legal principles through 
which the court has reached a 
decision. 

It would help, too, if several 
members of the court would 
abridge or abandon their system 
of reading, word for word, each 
opinion, a time-consuming process 
which often requires a whole aft- 
ernoon on decision days. After 
all, what the Justices do, is read 
from a decision already printed, 
and rarely is there an ad lib re- 
mark added to the printed deci- 
sion in the course of its reading. 
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SO FAR AS the court itself is 
concerned, some of its members 
regard the “damping” process as 
more of a problem for them than 
for the press. Several Justices 
are not overly diligent in prepar- 
ing the opinions assigned to 
them. When ultimately they do 
produce opinions, these must be 
circulated among other members 
of the court who have agreed with 
the decisions already reached in 
conference. Among that group 
may be some who agree with the 
ultimate decision, but not with 
the course of reasoning by which 
the opinion reaches the decision. 
Then they must either persuade 
the original writer of the opinion 
to adopt their course of reason- 
ing or write separate concurring 
epinions. 
This is a situation which often 
arises toward the end of a term 
and contributes largely to the 


the decision and opinions in an-

DROP IN ATTENDANCE 
AT CITY ART MUSEUM 


After Record Year of Berlin 
‘Masterpieces, Visitors 
Decline 37 Pct. 


Attendance at the City Art Mu- 
seum in the year ended last April 
30 totaled 320,755 persons, a de- 
cline of 195,217, or more than 37 
per cent, from the record estab- 
lished the preceding year, it is 
shown in the museum’s annual 
report, issued today. 

In the record year, unprece- 
dented crowds were attracted to 
the museum by the St. Louis 
showing of the Berlin master- 
pieces, which established their 


tour record here, Museum Direc- 
tor Perry T. Rathbone pointed 
out. Under the circumstances, the 
drop is “no surprise,” he added. 

Rathbone renewed his plea for 
an auditorium, cited as a major 
cultural lack in the Progress or 
Decay series of the Post-Dispatch 
and mentioned again and again in 
the museum’s annual reports. An- 
other handicap under which the 
museum labors, Rathbone said, is 
lack of adequate public transpor- 
tation to the museum. 

Declite in attendance at edu- 
cational activities of the museum 
was less marked than that in total 
attendance, it wag pointed out by 
Miss Mary Powéll, educational 
supervisor. Total educational at-

NEW SECURITY ACT 
FMBARRASSES US. 
IN WEST GERMANY 


Threatens to Bar 90 Pct. 
of Germans From U.S. 
—Sharp Protest Made 


a new United States 
security law which threatens to 
bar 90 per cent of all Germans 
from entering the United States, 
officials disclosed today. 

United States High Commis- 
sioner John J. McCloy has sent a 
strong message predicting that 
strict literal application of the 


United States of any former mem- 
ber of the Nazi party or its af- 
filiates — would virtually wreck 
the big program for sending Ger- 
mans to America to learn democ- 
racy. 

Came at Critical Time. 

American officials here are 
doubly embarrassed because the 
law, passed over President Tru- 
man’s veto, hit just as the Allies 
had decided to integrate west 
Germany into western Europe 
with international equality and to 
wipe out the stigma of “enemy” 
by ending the state of war. 

American civilians in Germany, 
too, have joined in the storm of 
protests. Many of them have 
married German girls whose 
visas are now being held up be- 
cause they once belonged to the 
Hitler-sponsored League of Ger- 
man Girls. 

The law is part of the new 
anti-subversive bill which also 
hits at Communists and all other 
Supporters of totalitarian rule. 

High commission messages to 
Washington have urged speedy 
interpretation of the law which 
would clarify its present general- 
ities. They are hopeful that the 
Government will. hand down such 
interpretation as will permit con- 
tinuation of their big program of 
rehabilitating the Germans po- 
litically. 

Could Hit 90 Pct. Over 15. 

Strictly applied, the law would 
hit about 90 per cent of all Ger- 
mans 15 years of age or older. 
High commission and consular 
authorities still have received no 
clarification of the law, but they 
are certain that even a liberal 
ruling would still bar many Ger- 
mans who were eligible for Unit- 
ed States entry under the old

ONCE THE FIELD DAY was decided upon, 
there was no difficulty finding other things of 
interest with which to fill it.

Although seeded at the rate of only a pound to 
the acre in our pasture mixtures, the Ladino has 
spread rapidly, taking its place with the dozen 
other legumes and grasses in the fields. Over in 
the Huff field, west of the highway, we decided in 
August that we'd have to tear it up again this

the tattle against bitterness and despair. This is pictured 
against a background of the paraplegic ward at the Birming- 
ham Veterans’ Hospital in California, with some ef the patients 
actually playing minor roles in the film. 


This sort of set-up would tempt trite minds to make it 
a straightaway tear-jerker, to overwork the obvious sympathies 
of the audience, to tear a compassion to tatters. It would be 
the cheap and obvious way, with probably only some of the 
audience sniffing poor taste and charlatanism. But in this 
case all concerned, from Director Fred Zinnemann (“The 
Search”) and Screenwriter Carl Foreman (“The Champion”) to 
Marlon Brando, who plays the soldier, Everett Sloane as the 
doctor, and Teresa Wright, who is the fiancee, have shown 
commendable intelligence and honesty. There is integrity, 
cleanness and conciseness of approach, sensitivity of direction, 
believable, forceful dialogue, and power and conviction in 
the acting, which give us some searing and unforgettable 
moments. 


Rather than sloppiness, Foreman and Zinnemann have 
given us documentary realism. The camera plays about the 
ward as the physician in charge visits each bed. There is a 
keen study of the varying reactions of the stoicism, hard-bitten 
humor, cynicism, bitterness, courage and resignation—above 
all, the tremendous force of the will to live. Into this ward, 
the doctor throws the veteran played by Brando—a man so 
blackly and bitterly despondent he refuses even to see his 
fiancee and only wants to die. The ruthless jockeying of his 
fellow inmates gradually brings the man out of himself to the 
point where he fights for a chance at a life as nearly normal 
as possible. Some scenes are etched indelibly—the merciless, 
yet kindly, tormenting of the man by his fellows on his first 
night with them, the nervous and poignant tension of the 
wedding, the home-coming scene afterwards, always on the 
edge of hysteria, the thoughtless boorishness of a World War 
I veteran of the loudmouth type trying to play a good fellow 
in a bar with a pair of paraplegics, the savage outburst of the 
doctor after a likeable patient dies. Some of this is near the 
raw and shocking, yet it always carries absolute validity. 


Brando’s performance is magnificient. It has the stamp 
of the true and the real as Ken Wilozek’s personal anguish is 
dissected. Brando, who rose to prominence on the stage in the 
Pole in “A Streetcar Named Desire,” has leaped to the front 
rank of movie actors in his first screen role. However, his 
slurred, seemingly untutored diction puzzles us. We presume 
it is deliberately employed to give added authenticity to the 
character, as in all the other facets of his acting there is sure 
and trained emotion, a biting, penetrating brilliance. 


Added to the fine work of the others are noteworthy per- 
formances by Jack Webb and Richard Erdman as paraplegics, 
and a natural one by Arthur Jurado, actually a patient at the 
hospital, as the Spanish-American boy who dies. 


Mechanical Mystery 


The plot of “THE SECRET FURY,” at the AMBASSADOR 
is a switcheroo on that classic eerie yarn, beloved of Alexander 
Woollcott, about the man who witnessed a murder in a Paris 
hotel room, and returned with the police to find the room 

completely different in furniture and deco- 
ration, the hotel employes all different, and 
all swearing they never saw him before, mak- 
ing the witness ‘a candidate for a padded 
cell. In this Claudette Colbert’s fashionable 
wedding to Robert Ryan is interrupted by a 
man who says she is already married. In- 
vestigation shows all the proof is pat—Claud- 
ette’s signature on the marriage license, the Justice of the 
Peace who married her, the maid at the hotel who recog- 
nizes her, down to the jaz musician who says she is 
his wife, and whom she never saw before. He is 
shot to death with her aunt's pistol just after she meets him, 
leaving her neatly framed. She breaks down on the witness 
stand under the vicious questioning of the D.A., a rejected 
suitor, and is carted off to an insane asylum, leaving Robert 
to play private detective to get her out. 


The. cast is 4 good one, but the plot is so mechanically 
rigged and so unconvincing in detail that the effort left me 
cold. For instance, hiring a good detective for 24 hours would 
have cleared up all the claptrap of the mystery, as it did when 
Ryan finally got going on the investigation. The courtroom 
procedure is as muddy and phony as the psychiatry. The twists 
of the plot are too predictable for good suspense. 


The co-feature, “WOMAN ON PIER 13,” is a melodrama 
about how the Commies try to foment a waterfront strike in 
San Francisco by dlackmail and murder. It is fair action stuff, 
with Ryan again appearing as a shipping lines executive who 
is an ex-Communist. Laraine Day is his wife, Thomas Gomez 
the local commisar for “the party,” and Janis Carter his chief 
bait for enticing members. The alluring Janis ought to have 
been able to swell the party's rolls quite a bit. It’s surprising 
to know, however, that the Reds have such beautiful dolls 
in their ranks—all the Communist female organizers we ever 
saw were definitely on the grim side: 


Yvonne's Back on the Desert 


One of Yvonne de Carlo’s previous’ Technicolor souffles 
about desert love and intrigue was turned into quite a bur- 
lesque by carrying all the scenes just a little further than 
usual. Unfortunately, Director Frederick de Cordova has 

resisted this in “THE DESERT HAWK,” at 
the FOX, so we get it as the real stuff. That 
the actors can go through their lines with 
straight faces is a tribute to their self-control 
and a demonstration of how far some people 
will go to get a big weekly pay check.

It took four 
operations to save his once fail- 
ing sight, and during the days 
when he was a lean and hungry 
waiter in a Greenwich Village 
nightclub, he was distinguished by 
the black patch he wore over one 
eye: 

“It was a very special patch... 
a friend of mine who was an 
artist painted a white and staring 
eye on top of the black patch. He 
was an abstract painter, but for 
me, he painted a most realistic, 
open eye. Very effective...” 

Born in Mississippi, son of a 
traveling salesman, Williams has 


always had a wanderer’s eye, '

NEW YORK. 

SIGNIFICANT item in the 

newspapers was the one that 

revealed the appointment of 
Brig. Gen. Ken Reed Dyke of 
New York City, who was former- 
ly a member of Gen. MacArthur's 
staff, to serve as a liaison officer 
with Gen. MacArthur in Korea. 
His task will be to provide United 
Nations information to the armed 
forces serving under the unified 
command in Korea. This is all 
the more important now that a 
peaceful Korea is in sight. 

Once peace is established, the 
U.N. forces will ‘play a double 
role, for it will be the interpreter 
of democracy. Through the U.N. 
will come vital assistance already 
being generously subscribed by 
many nations to the devastated 
areas of Korea. Relief will, of 
necessity. have to. be adminis- 
tered at first by the’ armed forces 
in Korea.

Sit down and then “talk” 
your oration to only one or two persons, who are likewise 
geated across from yourself. If you have an amateurish speech, 
you simply cannot deliver it in this manner! Indeed, you 
will recognize the juvenile nature of your address even before 
you get through the first paragraph. I know of nothing that 
will test the caliber of your speech any more quickly and 
effectively than the “armchair” treatment.

WHEN TYRO SPEAKERS pace up and down before an 
audience, they are intlined to grow emotionally inebriated. 
So they begin to intone in melodramatic style, and roll out 
long, flowery sentences for the sheer pleasure in listening 
to their oWn voices. 

Start your speech with a striking “text” which will key 
your talk. Then document your central theme with a few 
actual cases that illustrate your main idea. 

If your talk is long, you may break the strain with a 
relevant joke or two, but save them for the middie of your 
address to perk up the crowd. Then tie the wheat in the 
sack with a punchy conclusion. 

For an emotional climax, if the occasion demands it, 
come down the home stretch in your peroration with poetry 
to cap your climax. For rhythm seems to give an audience 
that tightening of the scalp, lump in the throat and tingly, 
goose pimply sensation far better than prose.

Sisters of Society of.Helpers of the 
Holy Souls Go Anywhere They Are 


Called, Do Whatever Is Necessary 
By Clarissa Start 


P THE rickety, winding back 
UJ steps of midtown tenements 

and rooming houses, down 
into squalid riverfront shanties, 
into the midst of all kinds of pov- 
erty and misery go the sisters of 
the Society of the Helpers of the 
Holy Souls. 

Gray-clad, their faces framed 
by black widows’ hats which tie 
under the chin, they convey the 
impression of old fashioned char- 
ity, much as they are part of the 
modern social work scheme, and 
among the 101 approved Commu- 
nity Chest agencies. 

Quietly and without fanfare, 
the 18 nuns who live at 4012 
Washington boulevard visit 225 
sick persons a month, maintain 
the Marydale recreation clubs for 
working girls, conduct classes for 
children and grown-ups in every- 
thing from sewing a fine seam to 
speaking Spanish. And in all their 
activities, they follow a very sim- 
ple system in deciding whom they 
will help. 


“We go anywhere to see any- 
one, wherever we are called,” says 
Mother St. Jean, Mother Superior 
of the Society, a tiny woman who 
speaks with a precise Canadian 
accent. “It is a very interesting 
vocation because we go into every 
category of the needy. We do 
nursing, cooking, care for chil- 
dren. We help temporarily and 
also we try to teach people to 
manage for the future because 
mismanagement is often the cause 
of poverty. 

“They learn from us, and very 
often,” she adds, “we learn from 
them, too, from. what they accept, 
from the suffering they go 
through.” | 

“Ours is a hidden kind of 
work,” elaborated Mother Lor- 
etta, who had been designated to 
tell us the major part of the story 
of the Helpers, “because we work 
for the poor and there is no boom- 
boom about the poor. We are only 
their little servants, perhaps for 
a short time, perhaps for years. 
We may care for families and 
never hear of them again until 
much later someone comes to us 
and Says, “My _ brother-in-law’s 
sister’s cousin said you took care 
of them. Will you take care of 
me?’ 

“Our big problem now is with 
the aged,” she continued. “You'd 
be surprised how many old peo- 
ple there are in the city of St. 
Louis who are alone with nobody 
to look after them. With old age 
assistance they are able to get 
by but they need a little uplift. 
A bath, some of their work done 
for them, their meals fixed, and 


some encouragement—that’s the ; 


main thing.”

E went along with Mother 

Loretta to watch her dis- 

pense aid and encouragement 
to one of her patients, a 90-year- 
old woman who lives alone on 
North Market street. Her fingers 
so gnarled from rheumatism that 
she cannot care for herself, she 
looks worshipfully after Mother 
Loretta, as she says, “I don’t 
know what I’d do without her.” 
Raising up on one elbow in bed 
in order to project her quavering 
voice, she told us proudly how 
she had worked until she was-78 
years old, and that, “It’s the sor- 
row of my life that I can’t take 
care of myself now, so that the 
sisters could spend their time on 
all the people who are so much 
worse off than I am.” 

Mother Loretta is hard put to 
it to tell you of the worst cases 
of human misery she has seen. 

There was one family down on 
the riverfront, a mother, father 


and six children, all living in a 
one room shack. 

“And the children had to be 
kept in the room,” Mother Loret- 
ta. says matter-of-factly, “because 
there were so many rats running 
around outside.” 

Another case Mother Loretta 
remembers — and she refers to 
them all as “another dear case” 
—was of a blind man, 80, and his 
sister, 82, unable to take care of 
themselves. The man was confined 
to his bed, with a cat for com- 
panionship, his radio to listen to, 
and his pipe to smoke; occasion- 
ally the pipe set the surroundings 
on fire which added to the con- 
fusion. 

“T’ll never think of Thanks- 
giving without thinking of them,” 
says Mother Loretta. “Someone 
had given them some linoleum 
for the kitchen and on Thanks- 
giving Day they called and asked 
if I’d come over and help put 
the linoleum down. It was quite 
a problem because the heating 
stove was lighted and it had to be 
moved, but I went around the 
neighborhood (the poor are so 
good to each other—they do so 
much for each other and give 
their own needs to someone who 
has _ less), 
boys to help me move the stove, 
and finally we got the linoleum 
down.”

UST as she remembers that 

Thanksgiving, Mother Loretta 

remembers last Christmas. She 
had thought her holiday duties 
were over by the afternoon of 
Christmas Eve, for she had se- 
cured an electric train for a sick 
little boy, had given out the last 
food basket, but late that after- 
noon she was called to go see a 
sick woman. A Community Chest 


volunteer who happened to be 


there volunteered to go along. 


“We found the woman, who was 
dying, living in one room with 
her sister and three dogs,” Mother 
Loretta tells the story. “I could 
tell she should be in a hospital, 
so I called her doctor and asked 
him about it. 

“He said he hadn’t been able 
to get her to go to the hospital 
and he’d appreciate it if I could 
talk her into it. At last we did, 
promising to go along with her. 
I called the home to tell them I 
wouldn’t be back until late, and 


the volunteer and I rode down in ‘ 


the ambulance to the City Hos- 
pital. Flying like angels on 
Christmas Eve we were. I said 
to the volunteer, ‘They talk about 
the peace of the convent life and 
here look at us.’ 

“At the hospital we sat in the 
waiting room and the things we 
saw there! Some of tne people 
had too much Christmas cheer 
and there were banged-up faces 
and black eyes.. One woman said 
to me, ‘I’m here for my son-in- 
law. He had too much to drink 
and got in an auto accident and 
my daughter can’t be here be- 
cause she’s going to the hospital 
to have a baby.’ Another woman 
said to me, ‘My husband’s a bar- 
tender and he came home in a 
bad mood and threw a cup at me.’ 
All in all, it was 10:30 when we 
got home and that dear volunteer 
brought me all the way in a taxi 
and waited until I got to the 
dagor.” 

Nothing delights Mother Loret- 
ta more than when she hears of 
the happy ending of some unhap- 
py family. One family, dependent 
on the sisters for eight years, 
now own their own home and are 
sending their daughters to col- 
lege. Another woman has cured 
herself of her mental aberrations, 
the family is well adjusted, and,

| er Mary of Saint Bernard, lead- 

er of the Helpers in America, 
brought four mothers and two sis- 
ters to St. Louis from New York. 
According to their history, they 
were met at the station by a 
Miss Maffitt and Miss Berthold, 
and taken to St. John’s Hospital 
to spend the night. This was an 
emergency housing measure, as a 
house had been fixed for them 
but the night before, thieves had 
broken in and stolen everything. 
But the Sisters of Mercy took 
them in, and the next day, Mother 
St. Bernard went shopping for 
iron beds for the house at 3887 
Delmar boulevard. 


There was a teamster’s strike 
on and for a while it looked as 
if the beds would not be deliv- 
ered. However, a kind gentleman 
came to the rescue and delivered 
them. Soon the “new sisters” 
were working and teaching in 
their new community, helping 
Catholic and non-Catholic, Negro 
and white alike. This policy hds 
continued, and two secial centers 
for Negroes, St. Benedict’s Cen- 
ter, 3950 West Belle place, and 
Sacred Heart Center, 4406 Gar- 
field avenue, are still in opera- 
tion. 

Going into the convent is like 
stepping back into the peace and 
serenity of another generation. In 
a lovely little chapel is a statue 
of Our Lady of Providence, spir- 
itual guide of the sisters. Mater- 
ially, they give credit to so many, 
especially of their fellow agencies, 
the list could go on indefinitely. 

“We are able to give because 
of other people’s generosity,” 
says Mother Loretta, “especially 
that of our wonderful Community 
Chest.”

East won with the ten and con- 
tinued with the diamond queen. 
(A shift to clubs would have been 
an excellent idea, but East could 
not know just what was what, and 
it appeared that any club tricks 
West might have could not get 
away.) 

South ruffed the second dia- 
mond and laid down two top 
trumps. As he expected, he found 
that West had a sure trick in the 
suit. Seeing no reason to leave 
West with two trumps, South 
cashed the heart queen, then led 
the king of spades. West won, 
cashed his high trump, and exited 
with a spade. At the end, South 
had to concede at club trick to 
West, and so was down one. 

Under most circumstances, 
South would have been right to 
cash his three top trumps, leaving 
West with only the master trump, 
but in this case South was very 
wrong! Observe the vast differ- 
ence if, after leading only two 
high trumps, South had knocked 
out the space ace. West would 
exit with a spade, but his 
safety would be temporary! Now 
South would cash his trump 
queen, then lead spades until 
West ruffed in. If West declined 
to ruff a spade, South would fi- 
nally throw him in with the trump 
and force a club return up to the 
major ten ace. 

South’s actual method of play 
gave West an easy and safe exit, 
whereas the suggested method

Ingredients: One No. 2 can 
red sour pitted cherries (water 
pacekd), one-half cup sugar, one 
tablespoon cornstarch, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, six cup custards.

Kitchen Range Care. 


S an ex-dishwasher (ten dol- 
A ws a month with room and 

‘board and a few juicy steaks 
thrown in) we know that most 
cooks spill things over the kitch- 
en range. We also know that most 
cooks do not like the job of clean- 
ing the range but it’s one of these 
things that has to be done—unless 
you have a dishwasher to do it 
for you. 


The range should be cleaned off 
after use but not while it’s hot. 
Wiping over the porcelain finish 
while hot, with a damp cloth, 
may cause it to crack or craze. 

When you run into an accumula- 
tion of hard grease inside the 
oven or broiler take a shallow 
dish of household ammonia and 
let it sit inside the broiler or 
oven for a day or so. The fumes 
from the ammonia will soften up

the grease so that it can be re- 
moved with a cloth and water. 

Never use harsh abrasives clean- 
ing powders or steel wool on the 
range. These will scratch the fin- 
ish and these scratches will 
eatch dirt and grease like any- 
thing. What’s worse is that they 
are just about impossible to clean 
out. 

Gas burners need cleaning from 
time to time and there is nothing 
like a bath in a solution of wash- 
ing soda and boiling water to 
soften up the grease. Rinse the 
burners with fresh water and 
then place them upside down in 
a warm oven to dry off.

BOY, 2, GIRL SAYS 


Aunt, 12, Tells How ‘Big, 
Ugly Man’ Made Her 
Stuff: Child’s Body in 
Oil Can in Woods. ~~ 


CHARLESTON, S.C., Oct. 7 
(UP)—A 12-year-old girl sobbed 
to police today that a “big, ugly 
man” forced her to watch him 
‘savagely butcher her 2-year-old 
nephew. 

Janie Coste, a carpenter’s 
daughter, gave police the first 
details of the brutal killing sev- 
eral hours after the mutilated 
body of Samuel Polizzi was found 
stuffed face down in an oil can 
near his grandmother’s Sullivan 
island home. 

The girl, still trembling, told 
officers that the “man” made her 
put the child’s body into the can, 


then warned her he would return 
and kill her if she talked. 5 

Police found an 18-inch butcher 
knife near the spot where the 
body was discovered. They said it 
was the murder weapon used to 
slash the boy’s throat from ear 
to ear. 


The girl was taken into custody 
immediately and Solicitor Gedney 
Howe said he would ask for a 
court order to have her com- 
mitted to the state mental hos- 
pital in Columbia for observation 
by tonight. 

Police did not begin a search 
for any “big, ugly man.” 

The story told by the girl was 
that “a big, ugly white man with 
a nickel-plated pistol like you 
see in the movies” was offering 
her nephew candy when she came 
on them behind the house. 

She said she followed the boy 
and the man behind a pig pen and 
on to a sweet potato patch be- 
fore the man turned on her. 

After the man had killed her 
nephew, he made her carry the 
body to a patch of woods nearby 
and ‘hide it in the empty oil can.
